"His Exciſe to begin upon the tenth day of February nextto come ; 


And to endure onely ſo long as the neceſſity of the Army ſhall re- 
quire, and at the fartheſt but for ane yeere:: And ifthe Parliament atthcir 
next meeting ſhall in place hereof find out and appointa better and more 
expedir way to provide money for ſupplying of the Armies, and paying 
the proviſion madetothem inthe interim, then this way of Exciſc is to 
ceaſe. | 


Andit is hereby declared , That the remainder of the brotherly aſ-- / 


fiſtance, The arrears dueto the Armie in Ireland, And what ſhall be due 


for maintenance of this Armie , and all other ſummes addebred to this 


Kingdowe by the Kingdome of England being paid , and therewith all 
publike debts and burdens of this Kingdome , with whart ſhall be dueto 
the Armies being defrayed , The remainder thereof over andabove this 
defrayment, ſhall be imployed for repayment of the Exciſe, in manner 
following , vi7, Whar ever ſhall be the proportion of the Exciſe got- 
ren-within the Town of Edinburgh and Liberties thereof , The equall 
-halfe of the ſame ſhall be repayed ro the Magiſtrates and Town Coun- 
cell for behoofe of the ſaid Towne. And every other Burgh ſhall have 
repetition of the tua part of the proportion of Exciſe furniſht by them. 
Arid the remainder not allowed to the Burghs in manner foreſaid, ſhall 


be given proportionable for the publike uſe of the ſeverall Shires, ac- 


cording tothe quantity of Exciſe paid by them.

"? ſcience and dutie for ſerling of a ſtock of credit atid ſecurity ; whereupon 
ſums of Money may be preſently raiſed for ſupply of the Army ſent into Eng- 
land, and relieving in ſome meaſure the extreme wants of the Scots Arniy in 
Ireland, Did conclude and agree that the ſame ſhould be by way of Exciſe , Yet 
conſidering tharthe neceſſity of the Armies cannot admit of delayes , andth& 
ſummes to be raiſed on this Exciſe will not be timouſly gotten in for ſupply 
thereof, But that the ſamen joynd with the Publike Faith of this Kingdome; 
may be a ſufficient ſurety to any that will adyance Moneys in thEinterim z_ | 
Havetherefore thought fit to require and ordain , Thar all perſons of this 
Kingdom who have Moneys, or by their credit and ſurery can beſt and ſooneſt 
faiſe Money, To lend the ſame tothe Eſtates;or their Committees, forthe uſes 
forefaids, Who ſhall have aſſurance for their repayment from the Publike, out 
ofthe Moneys due by the Kingdom of Erzland to the Armies , accotding ta 
the proportion to be advanced to either of them reſpecZiv? : Or that ſhall be 


raiſed upon this Exciſe , which the ColleQor and'his Deputies ſhall be 


bound to pay them , our of the firſt of his intromifſion thereof ; Or by 
any other mannef of ſutety; private or publike, they ſtall defire. Andin as 
any ſhall deſire private ſurety ; It is hereby ordained , that the perſons whom 
the Lenders ſhall defire to be bound tothem, ſhall eithet obliege themſelves to 
the Lenders, or furniſh the Moneys themfelves : and in either caſe ſhall have 
publike ſuretie foreſaid for thefr relief. And the perſons thus obligedto the 
Fenders in a private ſurety , ſhall have ſuch others of any Eſtates (that arcin 
the Town or Shire where the Money is to be botrowed) joyned with thent 
as they ſhall deſire.

And forthe bettet proſecuting hereof, The Eſtates gives power to their 
Committee, in ſuch an exigencie, and upon warrandize of repayment foreſaid,; 
To call before them all ſuch perſons as are known to be able by themſelves or 
their credit ro Lend or taiſe Money; And to require and ordain them to Lend 
or give ſuch furety as will preſently raiſe the ſums of Money the Commiittee 
ſhall require from them upon the aſſurances above-writren. And if any ſhall 
refuſe with powertothe Committee , To take ſuch courſe with then; as ina 
time of ſo preſfant neceſlity they ſhall think fitting to make them.advance Mo- 
neyS as ſaid is. But if any will be pleaſed upon this ſecurity willingly to offer 
Moneys, it ſhall be eſteemed and imbracedasateall teſtimony of chetr affection 
to Religion and the Cauſe in hand. og ER. 

And further, the Eſtates gives hereby power and command to the Com- 
fnittee of War inthe Shires , To take fuch courſe within their ſeverall bounds: 
for procuring of Moneys in mannet foreſaid, as is above-written, of from time 
torime ſhall be dire&tothent from the Committee of Eſtates, and to report.
